1.  At  approximately  iffi3a.hauga  .tQ.i)l2a>hoara  nxuZk  July  1952,  SOUICE 
stated  that  he  observed  one  (1)  of  thi'ee  (3)  objects  in  the  form  of  a vecy 
brilliant  light,  sore  brilliant  than  a star*  The  shape  and  si'^e  of  the 
three  (3)  objects  vas  not  dotemined*  The  first  object  appeared  white  in 
color,  then  changed  to  a brilliant  hue  of  red,  then  bo  blue-white,  and  back 
again  to  t^lte*  The  interval  between  color  changes  was  approximately  one 
(1)  second*  A total  of  three  (3)  objects  were  observed*  No  particular 
fomation  was  performed  by  these  objects*  SOURCE  could  not  determine  the 
aerodynamic  features*  No  trail  or  exhaust  was  observed,  and  the  propul- 
sion system  could  not  be  determined*  SOUfCE  could  not  estimate  the  speed 
of  the  objects,  however,  he  stated  the  speed  at  which  they  traveled  was 
extremely  high*  No  sound  was  emitted  from  them*  After  the  initial  change 
of  coloring  as  mentioned,  the  first  object  proceeded  in  an  upward  direction 
and  then  descended  to  a much  lower  altitude*  It  hovered  at  this  point, 
then  darted  in  circles,  proceeded  again  in  an  upward  course,  descended  again 
and  disappeared  in  a westerly  direction*  The  object  maintained  its 
original  bright  glow  while  disappearing*  r>OURCE  observed  the  above  men- 
tioned maneuvers  for  approximately  seven  (7)  minutes*  SOURCE  stated  that  no 
further  objects  were  observed  until  approximately  0135  hours,  whan  two  (2) 
much  dimmer  li^ts  appeared  and  performed  gyrations  while  traversing  in  a 
parallel  course  in  a south  southwest  direction*  Mo  changing  of  coloring 
was  observed,  ho'wever,  on  one  (1)  occasion  at  approximately  0137  hours,  a 
white  flash  appeared  between  the  two  (2)  objects  which  were  then  perfom>« 
ing  gyrations*  The  distance  between  the  two  (2)  objects  could  not  be 
determined*  The  objects  disappeared  at  approsdmately  0140  hours  while  / 
traversing  in  the  above  descidbed  manner  in  a westerly  direction*  SOURCE  / 
had  no  further  information*  / 


2*  The  above  sightings  were  observed  from  approximately  0030  hours  to 
0X40  hours  (one  (1)  hour  and  ten  (10)  minutes)  on  24  July  1952* 

3*  SOURCE  observed  the  objects  visually* 

4*  Point  of  observation  was  approximately  two  (2)  city  blocks  west  of 
the  eastern  city  limits  of  Lakeland,  Georgia*  (Lattitudes  31  03  N-Longitude: 
83  03  VO*  SOURCE  estimated  the  distance  of  the  objects  to  be  at  least  fifty 
(50)  miles  away  from  hire  in  a west  southwest  direction*  The  first  object 
was  estimated  by  the  SOURCE  to  be  at  an  altitude  of  approximately  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  feet;  the  second  and  third  objects  at  an  altitude  of 
approximately  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  feet* 

5*  SOURCE,  a high  school  graduate,  with  eleven  (11)  years  of  service 
in  the  United  States  Air  Force,  has  flown  forty-seven  (47)  missions  as  a 
flight  engineer  in  &-25  type  aircraft  during  World  War  II,  and  twenty-three 
(23)  missions  as  a gunner  in  B-26  type  aircraft  during  his  tour  of  duty  in 
Korea*  Approximately  three  (3)  years^jS^srjMS^nif^n  flying  status*  SOURCE 
is  a graduate  of  the  Air  Force  Jc^bl(4f>;han^\fc>1ddl  is  a Mechanical  & Elect- 
rical Instrument  Specialist;  att^n^d  DeForrest  Ibidio  Institute  (did  not 
graduate);  on-the-Job  training  as'*irn  aircraft  mechanic*  SOURCE  could  not 
offer  any  additional  information  pertaining  to  his  background  knowledge  and 
pratioal  experience  on  which  his  reliability  can  be  Judged*  SOURCE  stated 
that  the  objects  which  he  observed,  did  not,  in  any  way  resemble  any  type 
aircraft  of  ha  had  knowledge  or  pratioal  experience*

SOURCE  was  definite  in  his  statements  at  all  tiicee  and  did  not  de» 
vlate  from  his  statements^  nor  were  there  any  inconsistencies  found 
after  cross  checking*  He  appeared  sincere  and  did  not  volunteer 
any  information  or  opinions^  but  answered  all  questions  put  to  him 
in  a straightforward  manner*

On  24  July  1952,  a mei^er  of  the  Air  Force  Band  based  at  Moody  AFB,  Georgia, 
reported  having  sighted  several  unidentified  flying  objects  in  the  vicinity 
of  Lakeland.  Georgia,  An  interview  with  the  airnian  disclosed  that  he  bad 
seen  three  (3)  objects,  at  various  altitudes  and  distances  from  his  point  of 
observation,  and  that  .because  of  their  odd  flying  oharacteristies,^he  mde 
special  effort  to  follow  their  courM  and  maneuvers*  The  following  report 
contains  inforaation'  received  froB  the  SOURCE  pertaining  to  the  sighting  of
